The Town 
Council 
has called a 


meeting "to repeal an ordinance" pass- 
rd hastily and perhaps without proper 
consideration at its last meeting.

measure finally took, was 
proper 


unough. It sought to aid the town In 
flnding a site for the proposed new 
Federal building, and within reason- 
able limits this is the duty of the 
Town Council. 
Its members should

alley measure) are open to the suspi- 
cion of having an ax of their own to 
'grind. It is well enough, however, to 
reconsider the matter with a view to 
arriving at a more definite and satis- 
factory understanding ot the relative 
liability of tho borough ia connection 
therewith.

measure, the unwisdom of railroading 
ordinances through the Town Council 
is 
unquestionable.

out due consideration and 
some of 


them have been most unwise. Many 
oC them have boen impel fectly under- 
stood and the full force and effect of 
most of thorn hnvo not been measured. 


Ordinances should he laid over at 


least from one meeting to another, and 
copies of the same shoiikt be furnished 
to the members of the Town Council 
when they are Introduced, so that each 
member may have time and oppor- 
tunity to consider them carefully, and 
if ho desires to advise upon them, to 
the end that he may act intelligently 
and wisely. 


This has not been the custom In 


Connellsvlllo. but It is n reform which 
ought to be inaugurated 
bore and 


now.

garbage furnace proposition and push- 
ing it to completion. Wo repeat that 
tho collection of garbage should bo 
thoroughly mntle by tho borough Jm- 
thorltlcs to the end that every house- 
holder will lie willing and happy to 
have his or her garbage cat-tort away 
frro of Olreci cost at frequent Inter- 
vals.

The latter complaint was preferred at 
the instance r<J the district attorney's 
office after Olmbel had boon taken 
Into custody and had. It ivns alleged, 
•ought an Illegal relrase. Unable to 
furnish Immediate ball In the sum of 
?6,000, Glmbel -was committed to the 
Tombs tor the aight. 


Tho original complainant was the 


wife of a Wall street broker, whoso 
16-year-old sou, Tver Clark, was In the 
company of Glmbel when the latter 
•was arrested. 


When taken to the Tombs police 


court Olmbel sent for Attornoy Daniel 
O'Reilly. Later, when seen In his coll, 
the prisoner appeared greatly agita- 
ted. 
It was, he said, his lirst exper- 


ience behind the bars and tho effect 
upon him was extremely illsq'iirtliiK. 


"The arrest was a terrible mistake/' 


he said, "but I do not want to say 
anything more now until 1 have soon 
my lawyer again." 


Glmbol. who Is 39 years of age. has 


a homo In North Broad street. Phila- 
delphia, of which city ho Is reputed 
to be a wealthy and influential citizen. 
Recently he had been stopping at the

According to Assistant District At- 


torney Kroetel, who presented tho 
case In court, Mrs. Clark Intercepted 
a note addressed fry (ho prisoner to 
her son and containing an Invitation 
for tho afternoon. 
Objecting to the in- 


fluence which the man appeared to 
nave over her boy, the mother report- 
ed tne matter to the district attorney's 
office and detectives ware assigned to 
follow the two men ft'hon they met 
at the Cafe Martin. 


Glmbe! anil liis companion took a 


closed cab and drove up Fifth avenue, 
followed by the detectives in an auto- 
mobile. 
At 57th street the carriage 


was halted and the arrest made. At 
this point Gimhel Is alleged to have 
offered the detectives a thousand dol- 
lars each for his immediate release.
